Ev2n when you have this work- 
ing knowledge of disease, I do 
not feel that you can make your 
own.diagnosis. Indeed, self-diag- 
nosis and. self-medication are 
unwise. A physician makes .a 
grave mistake when he attempts 
to ‘diagrose and. treat his own 
ailments. We do not see ourselves 
as others see us. WAen a patient 
consults a physician and begins 
to tell what he feels, the doctor 
listens to the story. At the same 
time, he observes his color, ac- 
tions, expression of the lips. eyes, 
and face. Then ‘he probably 
starts some~place to maks his 
cxamination.

H* EXAMINES the pulse, lls- 

tens to the sounds of the 
heart, and lungs. I frequently 
have patients say, when I start 
to examine the heart, “Oh, doc- 
tor, my pain isn’t there.” It is in 
the stomach or legs or head. 


I say, I must know what the 
heart is doing. whether it is regu- 


must know how the lungs are 
acting, for that discloses whether 
the circulation is right and how 
the oxygen supply is regulated. 

If the heart is seriously em- 
barrassed it may require treat- 
ment before the real trouble can 
be corrected. Many things must 
be determined before treatment 
can be commenced. 

. It is poor policy to try to treat 
a disease without knowing -the 
patient. In many conditions the 
“G@osage is regulated by the pa- 
tient’s weight, age, color, temper- 
-gment, social position, and the 
Kind of work he does. In treating 
‘Gisease we must treat the patient 
as:well as the disease. 

People are individuals, and 
must be treated as such. The 
potient ‘can tell his physician 
tnach, but there is much. more 
thatthe physician must learn<by 
observation. examination,. and 
deduction. Under these circum- 
stances it will appear plain. why 
specific treatment cannot be pre- 
‘scribed.

Alan Chester Valentine, at 33, Will Take Up Reins

HE latest fashion in college 
presidents seems to call for 
youth. First it was Robert M. 
Hutchins, who heard the call to 
the University of Chicago. Now 
-Alan Chester Valentine, thirty- 
three-year-old master of Pierson 
College, Yale University, will as- 
sume duties as president of the 
University of Rochester next 
Fall. He will be the fourth pres- 
ident of Rochester since ‘the uni- 
versity was founded eighty-four 
years ago. He succeeds Dr. Rush 
Rhees, who has asked to be re- 
lieved at the end of this college 


year. ; 
Prof. Valentine is not only an 
educator of great repute, but 


won fame as an athlete during 
his scholastic career. He is a 
native of New York State, born 
at Glen Cove, L. I., Feb. 23, 1901. 
He went to Swarthmore College 
in Pennsylvania, and played an 
active part in college life, play- 
ing on the football team for 
three years and winning a Phi 
Beta Kappa key at the same 


time. He was graduated in 1921. 

He taught for awhile at the 
Wharton School of Business and 
Finance of the University of 
Pennsylvania, and was then 
elected a Rhodes scholar, with 
assignment to Balliol College, 
Oxford. While there he played 
on the varsity rugby ceam for 
three years, and also went in tor 
tennis and lacrosse. He was on 
the American Olympic Rugby 
team which won the champion- 
ship at Paris. 

In 1928 he returned to Swarth- 
more ‘as assistant professor of 
English. In 1932 he went to Yaie 
as associate chairman of the 
board of admissions and master 
of Pierson College. Last year he 
was made chairman of the board 
and a member of the executive 
committee. On the side he is 
editor of the official magazine of 
the Association of American 
Rhodes Scholars. 

He married Lucia Nerton of 
New York City in 1928.

Tempting Dishes Can Pe Made * 
With Stale Crust and Crumbs 


By JUDITH WILSON 


YN MANY households bread that 
4 is dry or slightly stale is bread 
wasted. Naturally most of us like 
to have bread for cating fresh 
und moist, but many tempting 
Cishes can be made from that 
which becomes stale. Crusts and 
crumbs can be put to many 
other practical ses, too. 

Roll or put the dry pieces of 
bread through the food chopper 
und sift, saving the finer crumbs 
to be substituted for flour in 
recipes for hot breads and for 
breading fancy croquettes or 
cutlets. The coarser crumbs can 
be used in steamed puddings,
